Allies Charge 
Reds Violate 
Geneva Pact 


Brush Aside Threat 
To “Fight To End” 


MUNSAN, Korea, Thursday, Jan. 
17 (Jp) — United Nations truce nego­ 
tiators brushed aside a Communist 
threat W ednesday “to fight to the 
end” in Korea if the Allies dared to 
turn over 20,000 Chinese Red pris­ 
oners to Chiang K ai-Shek’s army 
on Formosa. 


The U. N. denied any such intent 
but raised another issue. 
Gen. M atthew B. Ridgway’s head­ 
quarters in Tokyo announced it in ­ 
tended to press charges “at the 
earliest opportunity” that the Reds 
“have violated and are continuing 
to violate” every provision of the 
Geneva 
convention 
dealing 
with 
prisoner of war camps. 
Although the armistice negotia­ 
tions at Panmunjon were 
sorely 
muddled, delegates were scheduled 
to reconvene at 11 a.m. today (9 p.m. 
Wednesday, EST). 
The Formosa threat was hurled by 
Red Chinese Col. Tsai Cheng-W en, 
senior 
staff 
officer 
in 
prisoner 
exchange. 
Keds Voice Threat 
Tsai declared “if anybody dares 
to hand over any personnel of the 
Chinese peoples volunteers . . . to 
the deadly enemy of the Chinese 
people, Chiang Kai-Shek, the Chi­ 
nese people will fight to the end.” 
An Allied briefing officer, however, 
denied the Allies had any intention 
of delivering any Chinese prisoners 
directly to Chiang’s Nationalists. 
The officer, Navy Lt. Walter J. 
Ellis, said if any Chinese chose to 
go to Formosa instead of back to 
Red China under voluntary repa­ 
triation they would be handed over 
to a neutral international organiza­ 
tion for final disposition. 
Red violations of the Geneva con­ 
vention were'charged when the U. 
N. command admitted Wednesday 
night its planes were in the vicinity 
of Kangdon Monday night when 
the Reds claimed a POW camp and 
hospital were bombed. 
Red Peiping radio propagandists 
Bought to capitalize on this by claim ­ 
ing the Allies were “murdering” 
their own prisoners including Amer­ 
icans. The Communists said 20 Al­ 
lied prisoners were killed, 15 serious­ 
ly injured and 40 more slightly 
injured.

Ridgway’s headquarters, following

never have disclosed exactly where 
any of their POW camps are located. 
It said the POW camps are not 
marked by the letters “PW” or PG” 
as required by the Geneva Conven­ 
tion.

The army said today that about 
1 400 of the armored Jackets will be 
issued to an infantry regiment for 
the first field tests. 
The Jackets, which weighs only 
eight pounds, is made of layers of 
nylon and a secret substance cover­ 
ed by a waterproof outer shell. It 
was developed by the army quarter­ 
master corps. 
The army said the Jacket resists 
a 45-caliber pistol bullet at point 
blank range, stops practically all 
fragments from a grendade bursting 
at a distance of three feet and 75 
per cent of the fragments from a 
mortar burst at 10 feet.

Congress May Take Steps 
Eastland told the Senate ttiat the 
action, normally up to the President, 
apparently must be taken by Con­ 
gress 
if 
the 
“effective 
weapons” 
provided by the Jaw are to be used 
in a 'situation which he said calls 
for them.

The law, named for Its principal 
author, Senator McCarran (D -N ev), 
charges the attorney general with 
! holding all persons likely to commit 
sabotage 
or 
espionage, 
if 
there 
should be (a) an Invasion of the 
United States or its possessions, <b) 
a declaration of war by Congress or 
<e) an insurrection in this country 
in aid of a foreign enemy. 
The McCarran law provides that 
in the specified circumstances the

emergency” — the 
step which Eastland asked Congress 
itself to take—and set in motion a 
roundup of “each person as to whom 
there is reasonable ground to be­ 
lieve that such person probably will 
engage In, or probably will conspire 
with others to engage in, acts of 
espionage or sabotage.”

The act suggests thai membership 
in the U. S. Communist party within 
the past three years be considered 
as one item in determining “reason­ 
able ground” for detention. 
It is provided that those taken 
into custody shall be held in “places 
of detention” which must not be 
ordinary criminal prisons.

Churchill Before Congress 


Circumstances attending the speech of Prime 
Min ister Churchill today will greatly differ from those 
which surrounded h is fM-st appearance before Con­ 
gress on December 26, 1941. The war then was a hot 
o n e, an d 
Britain was carrying the brunt of it. The 
close association w’hich had grown for many months 
between the United State«; and Britain 
had 
been 
transformed overnight by Pearl Harbor into a military 
alliance. 


Except for the ha ‘ ilitirs in Korea, the war now is 
a 
cold one. and even in Korea the United States is 
carrying -he ball The United States and Britain are 
allies under the Uniind Nations flag in Korea, and 
under the North Atlannc security pact! but as for the 
rest of the w'orld, the more realistic term for the re­ 
lationship between the tw’o nations would be “ as­ 
sociation ’* 


In 1941, Churchill spoke as the leader of a firm 
coalition government, 
today he governs as the leader 
of a Conservative pany which has only a slim majority 
In the House of Commons. Churchill was the guest in 
1941 of a President whose temperament and tradition 
were much like his owm There Is little kinship between 
the Churchill of Blenheim Palace and the Truman of 
Independence. Mo. 


The Congress in 1941 had had a year to recover 
from the strains of a vigorous national election cam­ 
paign; the recent shock of Pearl Harbor had restored a 
feeling of unity. No such solidarity exists in the Con­ 
gress w'hii h today give.^ every evidence of preparing 
to speed through its se.s ion in order to participate in 
a political puU-and-haul just as spirited as the one in 
1940. 


In 1941 Churchill drew laughter and applause from 
the solons by remarking, “ By the way, I cannot help 
reflecting that if my father had been American and 
my mother British, instead of the other way round, I 
might have got here on my own.” But despite the 
early laughter, the mood of the 1941 speech was both 
somber and stubbornly optimistic. 
Churchill spoke of “a long and hard war.” and said, 
**Our peoples would rather know the truth.” He sound­ 
ed the note then that he was to repeat in later speeches 
to the American people—of the need for Britain and 
American as.M>ciatlon : 
“ Prodigious hammer strokes have been needed 
to bring us together today; or. if you will allow me 
to u.se other language, I will say that he muft, 
Indeed, have blind soul who cannot see that some 
great purpose and design is being worked out here 
below, of which we have the honor to be the faith­ 
ful servante . . . I avow my hope and faith, sure 
and inviolate, that In days to come the British and 
American people.s will for their own safety and for 
the g(K>d of all walk together side by side in 
majesty, in Justice, and in peace ” 
Churchill returned to that theme in his speech 
at FulUiii, Mo, on March 5, 1946 He s|>>ke then a.s 
a privaU^ citi/.en. defeated m the Is. t election. But 
he had b<*en intiixluced b;v Pre.-ident Truman.,with the 
word-, ‘ I know he will have something constructive 
to say ” 
Then Churchill proposed a “ fraternal a.s.sociation” 
of Britain and the United States that would give the 
world “ an overwhelming a-' urance of security “ W hat 
Churchill envisioned wa.^ a virtual m ilitary alliance. 
And, “ Eventually there may come the principle of 
common citizenship, but that we may be content to 
leave to de>t my. whose outstretched arms .so many of 
us can clearly see ”

Syphilis Of The Brain 


Civilization and syphilization have 
gone hand in hand for centuries but 
i^me day they are going to part 
company. Enough is now known to 
stamp out 
the disease. 
In 
fact, 
treatment is so succe.ssful in early 
case.c that the late manifestations 
gradually are becoming nonexistent. 
The first two stages of syphilis are 
seriou.s because the malady is con- 
tagiou.s at this time and can be 
spread easily to others. Involvement 
oi the bra.n and spinal cord leads to 
paralyses and complete helples.sne.ss 
1Í treatment is withheld. Statistics 
show that m 1943, of ail the ad- 
mrssions to our state mental hos­ 
pital.. 8 per cent had the late mani- 
fe^Ui lions of syphilis. 
W e might 
assume the same ratio m private 
m;,titutiuns because the condition is 
not partial to rich or poor, old or 
young, male or female. In the past, 
many of our be.st mmds had their 
exodus via this route. 


General p.irei is «general paraly­ 
sis of the insane» is one of the mo^t 
common form.' of syphilis of the 
brain. It is five times as frequent 
in men as women and can be detect­ 
ed by special studies of the blood 
and spinal fluid. In many Instances 
the tests are po.sitive long before 
symptoma appear. The early ^igns 
are vague and con.<;Lst of changes 
in personality .such as irritability, 
8bsentmindedne.ss, inability to con­ 
centrate.

carelessness abfiut the clothes and 
the person.

Strategy For July 


W A S H IN G T O N 
The immediate result of General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
announcement 
of 
his 
availability 
has been to place the forces behind 
.Sen. Robert A. Taft, who not long 
ago seemed about to sweep all be­ 
fore him, wholly on tlie defensive. 
It is already obvious, for example, 
that the last thing in the world the 
T aft camp wants is a direct trial 
of strength between Eisenhow’er and 
Taft. 


The Taft strategy may change, 
of course, in response to the pres­ 
sure of events. Bu t at present the 
intention is to limit T aft’s primary 
contests to only three states—Ohio, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. And as the 
T aft strategists are most thorough­ 
ly aware, it will be extremely diffi­ 
cult for the Eisenhower backers to 
challenge Taft directly in any of 
these states. 


As for Wisconsin, the Taft strate­ 
gists 
like 
to 
recall 
Eisenhower’s 
statement that “ I shall not par­ 
ticipate In 
pre-conveption 
activi­ 
ties.” B y Wiscon.sin law*, to get his 
name on the ballot a Presidential 
aspirant must submit a signed affi­ 
davit to the effect that he is a 
candidate. Thus the Taft backers 
consider their man fairly safe from 
a direct Eisenhower challenge in 
the Wisconsin primary. 


Scales Weighted For Taft 


Consent of the candidate is also 
required in Ohio, and in any event 
the Eisenhower men would hardly 
choose to challenge T a f t in h’s 
home state. No consen.js required 
in Illinois. But primary voting is 
restricted to registered Republicans, 
and *the Illinois registered Republi­ 
cans who take the trouble to vote 
in a primary are exceedingly re­ 
sponsive to the wislies of Col. Rob­

The enfeebled perennial, Harold 
Stassen, is accounted Minnesota’s 
“ favorite son.” But the business in­ 
terests which formerly backed Stas­ 
sen are now beginning to go over 
to 
Eisenhower, 
and 
recent 
polls 
show ElserJiower leading Stassen by 
a huge majority among Minnesota’s 
Republican voters. Again, the pros- 
ix'ct of an Eisenhower victo*y in 
Minnesota would put great pressura 
on Taft to come in. So would the 
threat of an Eisenhower clean sweep 
in the Oregon primaries on M ay 16, 
just before the convention. 
Yet if the Taft camp steadfastly 
kept their man’s name out of thest 
primaries, the Esenhower backers 
would still be deprived of what they 
want—a straight test of RepuKican 
voter sentiment between th© two 
men. This is why the more ag­ 
gressive-minded among the Eisen­ 
hower backers are strongly inclined 
to believe that Eisenhower should 
be entered in Wisconsin also. 
They argue, reasonably enough, 
that Eisenhower ha.' already said 
in effect that he would run if nom­ 
inated: and that to say L again in 
a formal affidavit, m order to meet 
the Wisconsin requirement, would 
con. titutp no unseemly participation 
in preconvention activities. The-e 
men argue that E'Cnhow er would 
beat T aft hands-dowm in Wisconsin, 
and that such a victory in the State 
of Wisconsin, with its isolationi.st 
history, would settle the issue once 
and for all. 
No decision has yet been finally 
made on this pointr—indeed, it is 
not certain that Eisenhower will be 
entered even in those states where 
consent of the candidate is not 
necessary. But one thing is clear. 
T aft’s strengtii derues from th# 
Republican profes.'ionals. The dele­ 
gates to a national convention are 
by and large professionals, of the 
same stripe as the county ctiairmen 
who were polled three to one for 
Taft. Taft needs only 600 such men, 
voting for him at the convention, 
to will the nomination. 
Yet if the jxills and other sound­ 
ing.*, of 
popular sentiment mean 
anything, a large majority of the 
non-profe.sssional Republican voten 
want Elsenhower as their candidate. 
The professionals are always sen­ 
sitive to pressure from below'. And 
it l.s the job of itie ELsenhower or­ 
ganizers to bring this pre.^sure to 
bear, by every means, as heavily 
and constantly as possible. This is 
vKhy 
an 
aggressive 
Eisenhower 
strategy is likely to prove in the 
end the right strategy.

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Churchill Before Congress 


Circumstances attending the speech of Prime 
Minister Churchill today will greatly differ from those 
which surrounded his fmst appearance before Con­ 
gress on December 26, 1941. The war then was a hot 
one, and Britain was carrying the brunt of it. The 
close association which had grown for many months 
between the United States and Britain had been 
transformed overnight by Pearl Harbor into a military 
alliance. 


Except for the hostilities in Korea, the war now is 
a cold one. and even in Korea the United States is 
carrying the ball. The United States and Britain are 
allies under the United Nations flag in Korea, and 
under the North Atlantic security pact! but as for the 
rest of the world, the more realistic term for the re­ 
lationship between the two nations would be “as­ 
sociation.’* 
In 1941, Churchill spoke as the leader of a firm 
coalition government; today he governs as the leader 
of a Conservative party which has only a slim majority 
in the House of Commons. Churchill was the guest in 
1941 of a President whose temperament and tradition 
were much like his own. There Is little kinship between 
the Churchill of Blenheim Palace and the Truman of 
Independence, Mo. 
/ 
The Congress in 1941 had had a year to recover 
from the strains of a vigorous national election cam­ 
paign; the recent shock of Pearl Harbor had restored a 
feeling of unity. No such solidarity exists in the Con­ 
gress which today gives every evidence of preparing 
to speed through its session in order to participate in 
a political pull-and-haul just as spirited as the one in 
1940. 
In 1941 Churchill drew laughter and applause from 
the solons by remarking, “By the way, I cannot help 
reflecting that if my father had been American and 
my mother British, instead of the other way round, I 
might have got here on my own.” But despite the 
early laughter, the mood of the 1941 speech was both 
somber and stubbornly optimistic. 
Churchill spoke of “a long and hard war,” and said, 
“Our peoples would rather know the truth.” He sound­ 
ed the note then that he was to repeat in later speeches 
to the American people—of the need for Britain and 
American association: 
“Prodigious hammer strokes have been needed 
to bring us together today; or, if you will allow me 
to use other language, I will say that he muft, 
indeed, have blind soul who cannot see that some 
great purpose and design is being worked out here 
below, of which we have the honor to be the faith­ 
ful servants . . . I avow my hope and faith, sure 
and inviolate, that in days to come the British and 
American peoples will for their own safety and for 
the good of all walk together side by side in 
majesty, in justice, and in peace.” 
Churchill returned to that theme in his speech 
at Fulton, Mo., on March 5, 1946. He spoke then as 
a private citizen, defeated in the lsust election. But 
he had been introduced by President Truman,,with the 
words, “I know he will have something constructive 
to say.” 
Then Churchill proposed a “fraternal association" 
of Britain and the United States that would give the 
world “an overwhelming assurance of security.” What 
Churchill envisioned was a virtual military alliance. 
And, “Eventually there m ay come the principle of 
common citizenship, but that we may be content to 
leave to destiny, whose outstretched arms so many of 
us can clearly see.” 


"Clean-Up" Whitewash 


There Is little in the record of Attorney General 
McGrath to warrant the belief that he is the man to 
clean up the government. There is even less in the 
attitude he hits consistently taken toward other agen­ 
cies and individuals who have tried to expose corrup­ 
tion and punish wrongdoers in the federal service. 
During 
the 
investigations of 
the 
Bureau 
of 
Internal Revenue, which were conducted by the con­ 
gressional subcommittee headed by Representative 
Cecil King, California Democrat, Mr. McGrath stub­ 
bornly refused to lay open the files of the Department 
of Justice which he heads. A a result, evidence which 
should have been easily and quickly available had to 
be obtained through laborious processes and by devious 
means. Some information, indeed, which would have 
had an important bearing on the situation, never did 
reach the committee. 
' 
The appointment, of Mr McGrath to investigate 
wrongdoing in 
government 
belies 
the President’s^ 
recent public professions of a determination to cleanse 
his administration of every taint of dishonesty. It is 
a complete rejection of the sound theory that any 
inquiry, to be sincerely conducted and effective in 
results, should be entrusted to men who are in n o 1 
way associated with the parties to be investigated 
The so-called Truman “clean-up” can be written 
off now as a whitewash. 


U. 5. Navy Visits Spain 


For flie first time since 1936 the larger part of 
the U. 8 Navy’s Mediterranean Fleet ts paying a visit 
to port.s in Spain, Divided araom? the eight harbors 
covered in this “goodwill mKMon” are 35 ships, 
Including cruisers, destroyers, and the carrier Franklin 
D. Roosevelt 
Some of the ports visited could become bases for 
the U. S Sixth Fleet under the terms of a U S -Spanish 
military agreement, projected but still to be nego­ 
tiated The United States has not officially disclosed 
what bases it wants. 
At least one of the ports visited—Cartagena—has 
been mentioned in news dispatches from Madrid as 
a possible Western Mediterranean base for the U. S. 
Navy. The Spanish economy, admittedly weak, could 
contribute little to the U. S 
re-equipment of the 
Bpanlsh army or to the U. S. construction of air bases 
in Spain. 
Spain could probably contribute more toward the 
organization of U. S. naval bases In Spain Such bases, 
when added to the British base at Gibraltar, might 
prove valuable to an Allied naval force for any anti­ 
submarine activities in either the Mediterranean or 
the Atlantic.

Syphilis O f The Brain 


Civilization and syphilization have 
gone hand in hand for centuries but 
some day they are going to part 
company. Enough is now known to 
stam p out the disease. 
In fact, 
treatm ent is so successful in early 
cases th at the late m anifestations 
gradually are becoming nonexistent. 
The first two stages of syphilis are 
serious because the malady is con­ 
tagious at this time and can be 
spread easily to others. Involvement 
of the bram and spinal cord leads to 
paralysis and complete helplessness 
if treatm ent is withheld. Statistics 
show th at in 1943, of all the ad­ 
missions to our state mental hos­ 
pitals. 8 per cent had the late m ani­ 
festations of syphilis. 
We m ight 
assume the same ratio in private 
institutions because the condition is 
not partial to rich or poor, old or 
young, male or female. In the past, 
many of our best minds had their 
exodus via this route. 


General paresis (general paraly­ 
sis of the insane) is one of the most 
common forms of syphilis of the 
brain. It is five times as frequent 
in men as women and can be detect­ 
ed by special studies of the blood 
and spinal fluid. In m any instances 
the tests are positive long before 
symptoms appear. The early signs 
are vague and consist of changes 
in personality such as irritability, 
absentmindedness, inability to con­ 
centrate, lack of 
judgment, 
and 
carelessness about the clothes and 
the person. 
The initial 
indications of this 
phase of the disease may not last 
long. They often occasion no cen- 
cern to friends or relatives but could 
have critical consequences when the 
victim holds a responsible position. 
Huge business losses may be sus­ 
tained before the cause of the per­ 
sonality changes is discovered or the 
reputation 
may 
be 
lost 
through 
drinking 
or 
various 
aberrations. 
Meanwhile the moods swing between 
mild depression and euphoria. Ulti­ 
m ately these changes become more 
pronounced and the more character­ 
istic features of the late phases of 
the 
disease 
appear. 
Those with 
euphoria, for example, become high­ 
ly elated and have delusions of 
wealth and grandeur; they seem 
really happy and for the time being 
are sitting on top of the world. The 
depressed patients become more so 
and sink deeper into states oi anx­ 
iety, fear, and sell-accusation.

This was true in the past when 
a good remedy wa* not. available. 
Several years ago fever therapy was 
introduced with great success in 
many cases. The body tem perature 
was raised by placing the person m 
a heat cabinet or by utilizing indue- 
totherm or the injection of m alarial 
parasites. 
When penicillin became 
avialable its efficacy in the tre a t­ 
m ent of other diseases overshad­ 
owed the good results in syphilis of 
the brain. The antibiotic has proved 
to be oui best treatm ent, especially 
when combined with fever therapy.

Chiang, return­ 
ing em pty-handed, faced increasing 
detections to the C om m unists.... 
Real fact is that for Chiang, Cairo 
m arked the beginning of the end. 
...In cid en tally 
Hong 
Kong, 
still 
British, supplied the Communists 
with part of their gas and oil to 
oppose us in Korea. 
Error In Greece—At Casablanca, 
Churchill got from FDR a promise 
th at the M editerranean was to be 
a British theatre, with all com­ 
mands and political decisions clear­ 
ing through British hand*. This 
m eant not only a British top com­ 
m ander for Allied force* in Italy— 
though most ot the troops were 
American -b u t it m eant th at not 
even a telegram could be sent in 
the M editerranean Theatre without 
a 
British OK ...o n e result 
was 
gross mismanagement in Greece. 
Churchill backed the wrong leaden*, 
got the country involved in civil 
war, eventually sent a telegram th at 
shocked the world. . . . “Do not hesi­ 
tate to act as ii you were in a 
conquered 
city,” Churchill 
wired 
the British commander in Athens. 
“You should not hesitate to open 
fne on any armed male in the 
Greek capital who a: sails the au th ­ 
ority of the B ritish.. . . Keep ai.d

Eventually

ably th at London gave the United 
BUtes peremptory notice

to us. ...S in c e then we have been 
running Greece- at a cost 01 about 
one billion dollars a year—some of 
which could have been saved if we 
had followed the old adage, “an 
ounce of prevention

Iran And Egypt—Diplomats also 
recall the m anner in which Chur­ 
chill secured from Roosevelt full 
control of policy in Egypt, Iran and 
the Middle East. The result of th at 
policy, partly spelled out in Egyp­ 
tian not* and closed British con­ 
sulate* in Iran, 1* too fresh to need 
repetition h ere.... But the manner 
in which American wartime com­ 
manders backed up British suprem ­ 
acy, may have been forgotten.

The immediate result of General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
announcem ent of his availability 
has been to place the forces behind 
.Sen, Robert A. Taft, who not long 
ago seemed about to sweep all be­ 
fore him, wholly on the defensive. 
It is already obvious, for example, 
th at the last thing in the world the 
T aft camp wants is a direct trial 
of strength between Eisenhower and 
Taft. 
The T aft strategy may change, 
of course, in response to the pres­ 
sure of events. But at present the 
intention is to lim it T aft’s prim ary 
contests to only three states—Ohio, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. And as the 
T aft strategists are most thorough­ 
ly aware, it will be extremely diffi­ 
cult for the Eisenhower backers to 
challenge Taft directly in any of 
these states. 
As for Wisconsin, the Taft strate­ 
gists like 
to recall 
Eisenhower’s 
statem ent th at “I shall not par­ 
ticipate in pre-conveption activi­ 
ties.” By Wisconsin law, to get his 
nam e on the ballot a Presidential 
aspirant m ust submit a signed affi­ 
davit to the effect that he is a 
candidate. Thus the Taft backers 
consider their man fairly safe from 
a direct Eisenhower challenge in 
the Wisconsin primary. 


Scales Weighted For Taft 
Consent of the candidate is also 
required in Ohio, and in any event 
the Eisenhower men would hardly 
choose to challenge T a f t in h !s 
home state. No consent .is required 
in Illinois. But primary voting is 
restricted to registered Republicans, 
and ‘the Illinois registered Republi­ 
cans who take the trouble to vote 
in a prim ary are exceedingly re­ 
sponsive to the wishes of Col. Rob­ 
ert R. McCormick, who hates Eisen­ 
hower and loves Taft. Thus the 
scales would be weighted heavily 
for T aft in a test in Illinois. 
For these reasons the T aft men 
hope to avoid any pre-convention 
battle of the ballots with Eisen­ 
hower. In the Eisenhower camp, no 
firm counter-strategy has yet been 
decided upon. Mu *h depends on 
what Eisenhower m eans by “pre­ 
convention activities.” if he means 
that he will not enter any conte*t 
111 which he would have to re-aft urn 
his availability, the Ei*enhower men 
are automatically restricted to en­ 
tering his name in those few states 
where consent of the candidate is 
not required. 
These include New Ham pshire— 
where Eisenhower is already enter­ 
ed—M innesota (M arch 18), Penn­ 
sylvania 
(April 22), and Oregon 
(May 16). The more aggressive and 
confident of the Eisenhower back­ 
er.*, reportedly including Sen.

The dele­ 
gates to a national convention are 
by and large professionals, of the 
same stripe as the county chairm en 
who were polled three to one for 
T ait. T aft needs only 600 such men, 
voting for him at the convention, 
to win the nomination. 
Yet if the polls and other sound­ 
ing* of popular sentim ent m ean 
anything, a large m ajority of the 
non-profe.*.*sional Republican voters 
w ant Eisenhower as their candidate. 
The professionals are always sen­ 
sitive to pressure from below. And 
it is the job of the Eisenhower or­ 
ganizers to bring this pie. sure to 
bear, by every means, as heavily 
and constantly as possible.

Churchill Before Congress 


Circumstances attending the speech of Prime 
Minister Churchill today will greatly differ from those 
which surrounded his first appearance before Con­ 
gress on December 26, 1941. The war then was a hot 
one, and Britain was carrying the brunt of it. The 
close association which had grown for many months 
between the United States and Britain had been 
transformed overnight by Pearl Harbor into a military 
alliance. 
Except for the hostilities in Korea, the war now is 
a cold one. and even in Korea the United States is 
carrying the ball. The United States and Britain are 
allies under the United Nations flag in Korea, and 
under the North Atlantic security pact! but as for the 
rest of the world, the more realistic term for the re­ 
lationship between the two nations would be ‘ as­ 
sociation.” 
In 1941, Churchill spoke as the leader of a firm 
coalition government; today he governs as the leader 
of a (Conservative party which has only a slim majority 
in the House of Commons, Churchill was the guest in 
1941 of a President whose temperament and tradition 
were much like his own There Is little kinship between 
the Churchill of Blenheim Palace and the Truman of 
Independence, Mo. 
The Congress in 1941 had had a year to recover 
from the strains of a vigorous national election cam ­ 
paign; the recent shock of Pearl Harbor had restored a 
feeling of unity. No such solidarity exists in the Con­ 
gress which today gives every evidence of preparing 
to speed through its session in order to participate in 
a political pull-and-haul just as spirited as the one in 
1940. 
In 1941 Churchill drew' laughter and applause from 
the solons by remarking. “By the way, I cannot help 
reflecting that if my father had been American and 
my mother British, instead of the other way round, I 
might have got here on my own.” But despite the 
early laughter, the mood of the 1941 speech was both 
Bomber and stubbornly optimistic. 
Churchill spoke of “a long and hard war,” and said, 
“Our peoples would rather know the truth ” He sound­ 
ed the note then that he was to repeat in later speeches 
to the American people—of the need for Britain and 
American association: 
“Prodigious hammer strokes have been needed 
to bring us together today; or, if you will allow me 
to use other language, I will say th at he mu^t, 
Indeed, have blind soul who cannot see th at some 
great purpose and design is being worked out here 
below, of which we have the honor to be the fa ith ­ 
ful servants . . . I avow my hope and faith, sure 
and inviolate, that in days to come the British and 
American peoples will for their own safety and for 
the good of all walk together side by side in 
majesty, in justice, and in peace ” 
Churchill returned to th a t theme in his speech 
at Fulton, Mo , on March 5, 1946 He spoke then as 
a private citizen, defeated in the la>t election. But 
he had been introduced by President Trum an,.with the 
words, “I know he will have something constructive 
to say.” 
Then Churchill proposed a ‘ fraternal association” 
of Britain and the United States that would give the 
world “an overwhelming assurance of security.” W hat 
Churchill envisioned was a virtual military alliance 
And, “Eventually there may come the principle of 
common citizenship, but that we may be content to 
leave to destiny, whose outstretched arms so many of 
us can clearly see.” 


" Clean-Up" Whitewash 


There is little in the record of Attorney General 
McGrath to w arrant the belief that he is the man to 
clean up the government.

U. S. Navy Visits Spain 


For the first time since 1936 the larger part of 
the U. S Navy's Mediterranean Fleet is paying a visit 
to ports in Spain. Divided among the eight harbors 
covered in this “goodwill ml Mon” are 35 shins, 
including cruisers, destroyers, and the carrier Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 
Some of the ports visited could become bases for 
the U S Sixth Fleet under the terms of a U S -Spanish 
military agreement, projected but still to be nego­ 
tiated 
The United States has not officially disclosed 
what bases it wants. 
At least one of the ports visited—Cartagena—has 
been mentioned in news dispatches from Madrid as 
a passible Western Mediterranean base for the U S 
Navy. The Spanish economy, admittedly weak, could 
contribute little to the U. S. re-equipment of the 
Spanish army or to the U S construction of air bases 
in Spain. 
Spain could probably contribute more toward the 
organization of U S naval bases in Spain Such bases, 
when added to the British base at Gibraltar, might, 
prove valuable to an Allied naval force for any anti­ 
submarine activities in either the Mediterranean or 
the Atlantic.

Syphilis Of The Brain 


Civilization and syphilization have 
gone hand in hand for centuries but 
some day they are going to part 
company. Enough is now known to 
stamp out the disease. 
In fact, 
treatment is so successful in early 
cases that the late manifestations 
gradually are becoming nonexistent. 
The first two stage*- of syphilis are 
serious because the malady is con­ 
tagious at this time and can be 
spread easily to others. Involvement 
of the bra.n and spinal cord leads to 
paralysis and complete helplessness 
if treatment is withheld. Statistics 
show that in 1943. of ail the ad­ 
missions to our state mental hos­ 
pital*. 8 per cent had the late mani­ 
festations of syphilis. 
We might 
assume the same ratio in private 
institutions because the condition is 
not partial to rich or poor, old or 
young, male or female. In the past, 
many of our best minds had their 
exodus via this route. 


General paresis (general paraly­ 
sis of the insane) is one of the most 
common forms of syphilis of the 
brain. It is five times as frequent 
in men as women and can be d e le t­ 
ed by special studies of the blood 
and spinal fluid. In many Instances 
the tests are positive long before 
symptoms appear. The early signs 
are vague and consist of changes 
in personality such as irritability, 
absentmindedness, inability to con­ 
centrate, 
lack 
of 
judgment, 
and 
carelessness about the clothes and 
the person. 
The initial 
indications of this 
phase of the disease may not last 
long. They often occasion no con­ 
cern to friends or relatives but could 
have critical consequences when the 
victim holds a responsible position. 
Huge business losses may be sus­ 
tained before the cause of the per­ 
sonality changes is discovered or the 
reputation 
may 
be 
lost 
through 
drinking 
or 
various 
aberrations. 
Meanwhile the moods swing between 
mild depression and euphoria. Ulti­ 
mately these changes become more 
pronounced and the more character­ 
istic features of the late phases of 
the 
disease 
appear. 
Those 
with 
euphoria, for example, become high­ 
ly elated and have delusions of 
wealth and grandeur; they seem 
really flappy and for the time being 
are sitting on top of tire world Tile 
depressed patients become more so 
and sink deejier into state! of anx­ 
iety, fear, and self-accusation.

Real Progress Toward European Unity; British Aloofness Hit 


WASHINGTON-It didn t leak to 
the press but at the President’s 
first luncheon for Winston Chur­ 
chill, the 77-year-olri prime minister 
got some friendly advice from the 
only guest older than he. 
The adviser was 84-year-old Sen. 
Theodore Francis Green of Rhode 
Island, who, despite his age, is even 
more active tiian Churchill, and 
who during the luncheon gently told 
the PM 
about moves toward a 
United States of Europe made at 
the Strasbourg Conference. 
Green 
recently served 
as 
co­ 
chairman with Paul Spank of Bel­ 
gium, over the consultative assem­ 
bly of the Council of Europe, at­ 
tended by 14 U. S. senators and 
congressmen, plus delegates from ail 
parts of Europe. And Ute Rhode 
Island senator was quite eloquent in 
describing the pleas lor unity made 
by 
the delegates and their dis­ 
appointment 
over British opposi­ 
tion.

came away determined that future 
American aid to Europe should be 
tied to a proviso that Europe unite.

frror In Greece—At Casablanca, 
Churchill got from FDR a promise 
that the Mediterranean was to be 
a British theatre, with all com­ 
mands and political decisions clear­ 
ing through British hands. This 
meant not only a British top com­ 
mander for Allied iorees in Italy— 
though most of the troops were 
American 
but it meant that not 
even a telegram could be sent in 
the Mediterranean Theatre without

British OK ...o n e result 
was 
gross mismanagement 
in Greece. 
Churchill backed the wrong leadeis, 
got the country involved in civil 
war, eventually sent a telegram that 
shocked the world.... "Do not hesi­

“You should not hesitate to open 
fire on any armed male in the 
Cheek capital who askari a the auth­ 
ority of the B ritish.... Keep aud

It tailed o miser­ 
ably that London gave the United 
States peremptory notice 
it

turning the iuture of Greece over 
to us. ...S in ce then we have been 
running Greece 
at a cost ot about 
one billion dollar.-, a year—some of 
which could have been saved if we 
had followed the old adage, “an 
ounce of prevention 
is worth

Iran And Egypt—Diplomats also 
recall the manner in which Chur­ 
chill secured from Roosevelt full 
control of policy in Egypt, Iran and 
the Middle East. The result of that 
policy, partly spelled out in Egyp­ 
tian nots and closed British con­ 
sulates rn Iran. is too fresh to need 
repetition here 
But the manner

The immediate result of General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
announcement of his 
availability 
has been to place the forces behind 
.Sen. Robert A. Taft, who not long 
ago seemed about to sweep all be­ 
fore him, wholly on the defensive. 
It is already obvious, for example, 
that the last thing in the world the 
Taft camp wants is a direct trial 
of strength between Eisenhower and 
Taft. 
The Taft strategy may change. 
of course, in response to the pres­ 
sure of events. But at present the 
intention is to limit Taft’s primary 
contests to only three states—Ohio, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. And as the 
Taft strategists are most thorough­ 
ly aware, it wall be extremely diffi­ 
cult for the Eisenhower backers to 
challenge Taft directly in any of 
these states. 
As for Wisconsin, the Taft strate­ 
gists 
like 
to recall 
Eisenhower’s 
statement that “I shall not par­ 
ticipate in pre-conveption activi­ 
ties.” By Wisconsin law. to get his 
name on the ballot a Presidential 
aspirant must submit a signed affi­ 
davit to the effect that he is a 
candidate. Thus the Taft backers 
consider their man fairly safe from 
a direct Eisenhower challenge in 
the Wisconsin primary. 


B eales Weighted For Taft 
Consent of the candidate is also 
required in Ohio, and in any event 
the Eisenhower men would hardly 
choose to challence T a f t rn hts 
home state. No consent .is required 
in Illinois. But primary voting is 
restricted to registered Republicans, 
and 'the Illinois registered Republi­ 
cans who take the trouble to vote 
In a primary are exceedingly re­ 
sponsive to the wishes of Col. Rob­ 
ert R McCormick, who hates Eisen­ 
hower and loves Taft. Thus the 
scales would be weighted heavily 
for Taft in a test in Illinois. 
For these reasons the Taft men 
hope to avoid any pre-convention 
battle of the ballots with Eisen­ 
hower. In the Eisenhower camp, no 
firm counter-stratecv has yet been 
decided upon. Much depends on 
what Eisenhower means by “pre­ 
convention activities” If he means 
that he will not enter any contest 
in which he would have to re-affirm 
his availability, the Eisenhower men 
are automatically restricted to en­ 
tering Ins name in those few states 
where consent of the candidate is 
not required. 
These include New Hampshire— 
where Eisenhower is already enter­ 
ed—Minnesota (March 18), Penn­ 
sylvania 
(April 22>, and Oregon 
(May 16*. The more aggressive and 
confident of the Eisenhower back­ 
ers, reportedly including Sen. James 
Duff, of Pennsylvania, would like to 
see Eisenhower’s name entered in 
all these states. 
This 
aggressive 
strategy 
would 
tend to put great pressure on Taft, 
in the words of one Eisenhower 


man, to “come out of hiding." To 
Pennsylvania, 
for 
example, 
the 
Grundy-Owlett faction would dearly 
love to see Taft nominated, but th® 
Grundy-Owlett machine is still sit­ 
ting cautiously on the fence. Th® 
horrid prospect of Eisenhower, his 
name on the ballot, capturing most 
of the delegates by default, might 
force the machine to plump for 
Eisenhower, if Taft refused to enter 
the race. 
“Tke” Leads Stassen 
The enfeebled perennial. Harold 
Stassen, is accounted Minnesota's 
“favorite son.” But the business in­ 
terests which formerly backed Stas­ 
sen are now beginning to go over 
to 
Eisenhower, 
and recent 
polls 
show Eisenhower leading Stassen by 
a huge majority among Minnesota's 
Republican voters. Again, the pros­ 
pect of an Eisenhower victory in 
Minnesota would put great pressure 
on Taft to come in. So would the 
threat of an Eisenhower clean sweep 
in the Oregon primaries on May 16, 
just before the convention. 
Yet if the Taft camp steadfastly 
kept their man s name out of these 
primaries, the Eisenhower backer® 
would still be deprived of what they 
want—a straight test of Republican 
voter sentiment between the two 
men. This is why the more ag­ 
gressive-minded among the Elsen­ 
hower backers are strongly inclined 
to believe that Eisenhower should 
be entered in Wisconsin also. 
They argue, reasonably enough, 
that Eisenhower has already said 
in effect that he would run if nom­ 
inated; and that to say I again rn 
a formal affidavit, rn order to meet 
the Wisconsin requirement, would 
constitute no unseemly participation 
in preconvention activities. The e 
men argue that Eisenhower would 
beat Taft hands-dowm in Wisconsin, 
and that such a victory in the Stat® 
of Wisconsin, with its isolationist 
history, would settle the issue one® 
and for all. 
No decision has yet been finally 
made on this point—indeed, it is 
not certain that Eisenhower will be 
entered even in those states where 
consent of the candidate is not 
necessary. But one thing is clear. 
Taft’s strength derives from th® 
Republican professionals. The dele­ 
gates to a national convention are 
bv and large professionals, of the 
same stripe as the county chairmen 
who were polled three to one for 
Taft. Taft needs only 600 such men, 
voting for hun at the convention, 
to win the nomination. 
Yet if the polls and other sound­ 
ings of popular sentiment mean 
anything, a large majority of the 
non-professsional Republican voters 
want Eisenhower as their candidate. 
The professionals are always sen­ 
sitive to pressure from below'. And 
it is the job of the Eisenhower or­ 
ganizers to bring this pressure to 
bear, by every means, as heavily 
and constantly as possible. This is 
why 
an 
aggressive 
Eisenhower 
strategy is likely to prove in the 
end the right strategy.

enormously for both tin and rubber. 
W Stuart Symington resigned from 
the headship of the RWC. it is re­ 
ported. because he and the State 
Department 
Quarrelled 
over 
the 
price of tin. 
The RFC was buying 
tin so that this country would not 
be without when the lanes of traffic 
in the Pacific are cut bv war. 
But 
the British have a high price for 
tin. hi her than is reasonable but 
not higher than the United Sta’fs 
will pay so that dollars may be 
accumulated in Great Britain This 
p-ice 
is now 
an indirect subsidy 
paid by the United States.

Judge Harris 
Grants Petition 


Associate Judge Morgan C. Harris 
yesterday decided th at office equip­ 
m ent not primarily designed for 
gambling but apparently used for 
th a t purpose should legally be re­ 
turned to the convicted bookmaker 
Who had it in his possession. 
Two telephones, an adding m a­ 
chine and an inner-communication 
system will be returned to Raymond 
H. Goss, Judge Harris decided yes­ 
terday after discussing conflicting 
argum ents and studying law in the 
m atter for several hours. 


Petition Filed 


Yesterday’s hearing in Allegany 
County Circuit Court, was on a pe­ 
tition which Goss, through Attorney 
W illiam L. Wilson, Jr., had filed 
in court last month. 
The equipment in question was 
seized last March 17 by former De­ 
tective Lt. Edwin R. Lilya in a raid 
on the Potomac News Company 
office on North Mechanic Street. It 
has been in custody of Sheriff Ed­ 
ward R. Muir. 
Goss was convicted of a book- 
making charge last April. After the 
conviction was upheld by the M ary­ 
land Court of Appeals, Goss paid 
his fine and served a sentence in 
County Jail. 


Present Decisions 


Assistant State’s Attorney William 
H. Geppert and Wilson presented 
several decisions handed down in 
sim ilar cases by the Maryland Court 
of Appeals. 
Wilson pointed out th at the two 
phones were hooked up to wall plugs 
by jacks, the loud speaker system 
was only partially uncrated, and the j 
adding machine had been picked up; 
at a local office supply concern only 
two hours before the raid. 
One case presented by counsel 
was in a decision governing whisky, 
legally stamped, 
being 
h a u l e d 
through Maryland. The trucker did 
not have a permit, and a m agistrate 
ordered 
the 
whisky 
confiscated. 
However, the appeals court ruled 
th at the whisky was not contra­ 
band and could not be destroyed or 
confiscated. 
Another decision 
declared 
th at 
devices or equipment designed for 
gambling are contraband and must 
be destroyed. Pinball and slot m a­ 
chines, roulette wheels fail into this 
category, Wilson argued. 


For Other Purposes 
But adding machines, telephones; 
or speaker systems could all be 
used for a multitude of purposes 
other than gambling, Wilson con­ 
tended. They are* not covered In 
the law as gaming devices, he added. 
Geppert argued 
the 
equipment 
was being used for gambling and if 
there Is a conviction on this offense, 
it should be ruled contraband and 
confiscated. 
The General Assembly enacted a 
law recently th at all mon#y con­ 
fiscated and declared contraband 
is to be turned over to the treas­ 
urer of the county in which it is 
seized.

Hardinger, who was coming to 
Cumberland from the Allegany Bal­ 
listics Laboratory for freight, said 
the brakes on the two-ton flatbed 
truck “let down” at the Dingle 
Circle and he was unable to get it 
into gear.
